It is remembered that Judge Gary, 
chairman of the Board of 
Directors 
of the United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion, in his capacity as spokesman for 
the Chicago Steel Works, refused to 
confer with the leaders of the Union 
strike, claiming they had no right to 
demand such interview', having no 
relation whatever with his business. 
'The Union leaders took great offense 
at Judge Gary’s refusal to give them 
an interview, and have made Capital 
with all Labor Unions and perhaps 
in public sentiment with many others 
on this ground. 


Now whether, if Judge Gary had 
consented to an interview, this would 
have been called “Collective Bargain­ 
ing” wre are unable to say. 
As they 
were so far apart In 
their 
views, 
there is tio telling whether any “bal­ 
sam ing” between them would have 
amounted to anything.
